Supply Water To 
Main Town Area 


Provided Enough People 
Agree to Pay for Service 
To Their Houses * 


FALL81NOTON, Feb. 18 — The 
Township of Falls Authority will 
supply the main section of Falls­ 
lngton with water provided enough 
people agree to pay for the service 
to their homes. 
John Collins, chaffman of the 
Authority, who made the announce­ 
ment today, said that engineering 
studies show a “loop" water line 
can be run down Yardley avenue 
from the Fallslngton Eementary 
school to the monument and hack 
up Main street to the forced mains 
which will carry water to Fairless 
Hills, at “little or no cost" to resi­ 
dents of Fallslngton. 
The Authority has already agreed 
to supply the Fallslngton elemen­ 
tary school with water. Collins said 
that because the school "must" 
have water by September the Au­ 
thority will work with school di­ 
rectors to accomplish this end. 
Collins, who said that the peo­ 
ple have been very patient In the 
matter of water supply for the 
town, said that a plan Is under way 
to place a charge of 825 to each 
person desiring water. This charge 
would apply toward payment of the 
Br st (25 worth of water used. Col­ 
lins estimated that cost to resident 
users of water would he about 925 
per year as closely as could be de­ 
termined. 
The Authority is presently con­ 
structing the sewerage plant at 
Fergusonvllle and the interceptor 
line from Fairless Hills to the 
sewerage
